Hibbard 8h«preau Loses Life 


and Companion Escapes 


* Slightly Injured 


Hibbard Shepreau, Stevens Point, 


aged 56. a woodsman in the employ 
'Of the John Week Lumber company, 
was instantly killed at noon Tuesday 
•when the automobile which he was 
driving left the concrete and turned 
end,, over end into the ditch on high- 
way 18 west of the city, breaking his 
neck. 


Sbepreau's companion in tne car, 


Fred Nitz of Dancy, aged 32, a fel- 
low woodsman, escaped with a cue on 
the top of the head aqd a general 
shaking up. His injuries are not ser- 
ious.

Following the crash, Nitz attempted 


to arouse his companion, not realiz- 
ing that he was dead. He then started 
out to get help but Coroner H. D. 
Boston arrived and took the body in 
charge, a 
passing 
motorist 
from 


Marshfleld having brought news of the 
tragedy to the city In the meantime. 


Shepreau, who has always made 


his home here, had been employed in 
the woods near Moon, Marathon coun- 
ty. He accompanied Nitz to Stevens 
Point Tuesday morning,, coming down 
to get some working clothes which he 
had left here. The pair left town on 
their return trip to the lumber camp 
shortly before 12 o'clock. Nitz Is the 
owner of the car and was driving. 


Shepreau Driving

When the concrete on No. 18 was 


reached, Shepreau asked his compan- 
ion for permission to drive, asserting 
that he was familiar with the opera- 
tion of the car, according to Nitz. The 
latter consented and the change was 
made, Shepreau taking the driver's 
•eat He had rounded the big curve In 
the concrete' and having approached 
the long atraight-of-way declared to 
Nitz that he would then "step on the 
gas a little." 
, 


The ear suddenly swerved to 'the 


side of the highway and a moment lat- 
er had crashed through tw» posts 
which line the road, turned end over 
end and finally came to 'a stop upside 
down. Nitz said after the accident 
that Be believed he wa% unconscious 
for a few momenta and that when be 
regained 
consciousness he looked 


around and say Shepreau 
lying in 


the wreckake of the overturned ma- 
chine. his bands still clutching tne 
wheel. Nitz tnen attempted to arouse 
the man. O. B. Campbell of Marsn- 
fleld. who arrived at the spot in his 
car a few moments later, brought 
word of Shepreau'a death to the cor- 
oner here. An investigation was im- 
mediately begun by the sheriff's office 
and district attorney, with the assist- 
ance of the police department.

of the other up to the time they ten 
Stevens Point when starting back tor 
Moon. Nitz said the last drink was 
taken as they turned off from Cen- 
tral avenue to Superior avenue.

was then that Shepreau first asked to 
drive, but he was'not allowed to oo 
so until the concrete was reached. 
Nitz said that when Shepreau began 
to drive faster he remonstrated, tell- 
ing his friend that he was Urtvmg 
too fast According to Nitz. Sbepreau 
replied that he was not going last, 
polling down the throttle to slow down 
the car bat opening It up wide Insteao. 
A few seconds later the automobile 
ran amuck. Nitz said Tuesday after- 
noon that he realized that he had 
maife- a mistake in allowing Shepreau 
to drive

A pre- 
vious, attempt was made on October 
10, but it failed because of the pres- 
ence of a large iron safe against the 
inner wall of- the vault which blocked 
entry for the bandits, after they had 
blown a large hole in the vault 


The burglars, who were halted in 


their attempt this morning, had gain- 
ed entrance to the building by forcing 
in the rear dogr and were working 
with an acetylene torch when discov 
ered. 


Fired on by Citizens 


A citizen who lives across the street 


from the bank noticed the light of 
the torch and spread the alarm. Fir- 
ing shots into the air. the- man waited 
for the bandits to rush from the bank 
They bolted through the door, rush- 
ing to a waiting automobile, and amid 
t reign of bullets, made their es- 
cape. 


Telephone warnings were sent to 


all neighboring rowns and in a few 
moments posses were organized in all 
parts of the county.

Five Months of Actl-re Service Show 


Many Things Accomplished 


In the County 


With the office of executive 'secre- 


tary of the Portage county chapter of 
the lied Cross vacant from January 
until June, the report covering the 
months from June to November shows 
Miss Laura E. Porter, the present sec- 
retary, to have been actively engaged 
on the Red Cross program'.

sanitoriums. 
A great deal of t»m« 


and effort were required to properly 
handle this phase of the work.

months. 
Jivnior Red Cross activities 


were begun with a tea to Portage 
county teachers during the visit o 
Miss Esther Bjoland in July. 
Miss 


Bjoland was in the city lo lecture a 
the Normal on Junior Red Cross. - 


The end of October showed the city 


schools of Stevens Point enrolled ICO 
per cent in Junior Red Cross, and 
splendid reports coming hi from tfi 
county. Junior Red Cross Christmas 
boxes have already started with thel 
message of good cheer to the less »or 
tunate children of Europe. 


The rest tent at the fair has come 


to be an annual Red Cross institution 
and was successfully carried on till 
year with the assistance of 30 volun 
teer workers. By the sale of button 
hole bouquets, the expenses connect 
ed with operatmg the rest tent were 
almost entirely defrayed.

The early history of Delaware 


was a varied one. It started in 
Kj.'JX \\ln-n u small party of 
Swedes settled nt the mouth of 
the Delaware river ami called it 
New 
Sweden. In 
1G7>5, Peter 


Stnyvesiint, the governor of the 
Dutch colony of New Nether- 
lands, annexed thiy territory. But 
it did nm long remain Dutch, 
for in 1004 the English took 
I»ossi'ssl»n. When Pennsylvania 
was deeded to William Penn'he 
desired access to the seacoast 
and at his urgent, request Dela- 
ware was transferred to Perm's 
proprietorship. 
From the be- 


ginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, however, Delaware had its 
separate legislature, and at -the 
time "f the Revolution it be- 
came an independent state. 


Delaware1 is next to the small- 


est of our states. havi»,g an area 
of only 2.370 square miles. Its 
participation in presidential elec- 
tions is limited t<> three electors. 
This is arranged according to 
population. Each slate is entitled 


t<> the same number of presiden- 
tial electors as jt has members 
of congress, so ihe Influence of 
the different states In voting for 
the President varies from Dela- 
ware's three electors to New 
York's 45. 


As to the derivation of the 


name Delaware, this wns appro- 
priately given to the state from 
the river, which in turn was 
named after the hay and the bay 
was called Delaware In honor of 
Lord Delaware. wh»> was gover- 
nor of the Virginia colony In 
1010.

Levy Tariff on Allied Goods 


and. Draw Dead lane 


for British 


Constantinople, Turkey, Nov. 7— 


Panic reigned in foreign quaric-rs of 
Constantinople today as the Turks' 
nationalist military forces advanced 
close to the barbed wrre barricade of 
Ihe British forces at Chanak. 


The Kemalibt.s served 
notice that 


the Jirilish would not bo allowed to 
advance beyond the three-mile neu- 
tral limit. General irarrington. Brit- 
ish commander, promptly entered a 
sharp protest lo Ismet Pasha. Turk 
commander, following this maneuver. 


British Soldiers Stabbed 


Disorder accompanied the panic in 


Constantinople. Coincidently with the 
city seizure hy Kemalist civil author- 
ities and the menacing attitude of 
the Moslem military, four British sol-'' 
diers were slabbed in street fighting. 
The Greeks fled toward 
Salonica, 


feaiing unprecedented massacres. 


Apply Tariff Laws 


Constanimople. Turkey. Nov. 7—• 


Turkish Nationalists further violated 
the Muudania Armistice agreement to- 
day by attempting to enforce new tar* 
iff laws at Constantinople. Last uight 
they closed the customs house, pre- 
paratory !« milking the proposed new 
schedule effective today. 


Allied Merchants Protest 


A storm of protest from citizens of 


the Allied countries doing business in 
Constantinople was aroused by this 
move. The Mudania agreement guar- 
antees the maintenance of the status 
quo. 
as far as tariff rates were con- 


cerned, until peace was signed. 


Enforcement of the Kemalist 
new 


tariff amounts, the Allied commission- 
ers protest, to virtual Allied recogni- 
tion of the national pact, which is but 
the first step toward abolition of cap- 
itulations. 


Will Use Straits 


The Allied commissioners flatly re- 


fused the Turkish demand that for- 
eign warships keep out of the straits 
unless they have permission from the 
new nationalist government. 


The situation is regarded as criti- 


cal and Allied troops are constantly 
in leadings to suppress tiie first signs 
of outbreaks.

danger the international regime over 
the neutral zone. 


To Take No Bluff 


London, Nov. 7—The Allied govern-

the Mudania agreement "with force if 
necessary.''
